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THE TOKEN TELLS A TALE 


P.H. “BUD” HARKIN 


In the April 2018 issue, Ron Benice examined the cur- 
rent status of some of the maverick tokens attributed 
to Nome in which he said that he could find no evi- 
dence that the P.H. Harkin token (B-24a) should be attributed to Nome. He had found 
evidence of P.H. Harkin working for Yukon Iron Works. The December 10, 1899 issue of 
the Skagway Daily Alaskan stated “P.H. Harkin...will leave for Dawson after the weather 
gets somewhat colder, and will take five or six horses for the Yukon Iron Works.” 


I found evidence of Bud Harkin working for the YIW, but also running the Ogilvie Road- 
house, at the confluence of the Sixtymile and Yukon Rivers. 


Presumably, P.H. and Bud are one and the same. 


The Library of Congress chroniclingamerica.loc.gov provides more information about Bud 
Harkin. 


The Skagway Daily Morning Alaskan, March 15, 1900 carries an ad: “Wanted - Four good 
horses and double ender sleds. Address, Harkin, Bay View Hotel.” Either he has not left 
Skagway yet, or he has made another trip from Dawson to Skagway. 


Nothing else is found on Mr. Harkin until May 17, 1903: 


WHITEHORSE RAPIDS CLAIM TWO MORE VICTIMS 
Skagway Daily Morning Alaskan 

(Special Dispatch to Daily Alaskan) 

Whitehorse, May 16, - 11:40 p.m. - Bud Harkin, proprietor of the Windsor hotel restaurant, 
and Lila Wallace, a waitress in the same restaurant, were drowned in Whitehorse rapids at 
8:30 o’clock this evening. They, with La Rose, the rapids pilot, were shooting the rapids in 
a Peterboro canoe, which capsized. 


After dinner this evening, Lila Wallace, Bud Harkin and Pilot La Rose made up a party to 
shoot the rapids in a 
Peterboro canoe. 
They came through 
nicely until about 70 
feet below the rap- 
ids. 


The girl enjoyed the 
quick dash down the 
boiling rapids very 
much and was in 
high spirits. She put 
her hand on the gun- 
wale of the canoe 
and was about to 
speak to Harkin.

La Rose called at the top of his voice “For heavens 
sake, let go of the side.” 


Before anyone realized what had happened; the boat 
tipped; and all were in the turbulent waters. Harkin 
jumped for the shore as soon as he saw that it was as 
case of the stream for it. Lila opened her arms and 
floated down stream. The girl was on the right side 
of the river and Harkin was on the left side. The boat 
was rolling and La Rose was trying to get on it which 
he finally did. 


The last La Rose saw of Harkin he was about five 
feet from the shore when he apparently sank. 


La Rose watched the girl. She was on the top longer 
than Harkin, at last she lifted a hand upward and sank 
to the bottom no more to rise. 


The mounted police searched the shores of the river, 
but found no trace of the victims. 


Both of the drowned people were very popular here, 
and both were known in Skagway. Lila Wallace 
worked at the Fifth Avenue hotel in that place. She 
was a very pretty petite brunette, and made friends 
of all who knew her. 


The disastrous voyage through the rapids was the 
second one taken by La Rose today.

WHITEHORSE RAPIDS’ VICTIMS 


NOT RECOVERED 

Skagway Daily Morning Alaskan, May 19, 1903. 
(Special dispatch to Daily Alaskan) 

Whitehorse, May 18 - The bodies of Bud Harkin and 
Lila Wallace, who were drowned in Whitehorse rap- 
ids Saturday night, have not yet been recovered. The 
mounted police and others have been searching for 
them ever since the accident. 


Bud Harkin, the drowned man, left a wife and little 
boy in this city to mourn his loss. He was married in 
this city. 


BODY RECOVERED 

Douglas Island News, July 1, 1903. 

A corpse, supposed to be the body of Bud Harkin, 
was discovered floating on the surface of Lake La 
Barge, about two miles from Upper La Barge on June 
21. 


ON WAY OUTSIDE 

Skagway Daily Morning Alaskan, July 23, 1903 
The remains of Bud Harkin, who was drowned in 
Whitehorse rapids on May 7, were brought over on 
the train last night and will be taken to his old home 
in Wisconsin for burial. Mrs. Harkin came over in 
charge of the corpse and will accompany it East. 


MRS. HARKIN REMARRIES 

Douglas Island News, October 19, 1904. 

At the Episcopal church in Selkirk the night of Sep- 
tember 20th, Mrs. Bertha Harkins, widow of Bud 
Harkins, who drowned in the White Horse rapids 
about 17 months ago, became the wife of Harold 
Haskins. The affair was a big event at Selkirk and 
many were the presents bestowed upon the happy 
couple. 


WELL KNOWN INTERIOR 
WOMAN MAKING AN EXTENDED 
TRIP 

Skagway Daily Morning Alaskan, March 15, 1915. 
Mrs. Harry Hosking, of Miller creek, which is lo- 
cated about 90 miles down river from Dawson and 
comprises a big placer concession that is being 
worked by the Walker Fork Dredging Co., of which 
Harry Milvain is the manager and Mr. Hosking an 
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P.H. HARKIN, cont. 


employee, was an outbound passenger on the Prin- 
cess Maquinna last night, having been a guest at the 
Golden North since Tuesday, when she came out from 
the interior. In 1903 Mrs. Hosking (at that time Mrs. 
Harkin) ran in Whitehorse, what was known as the 
Windsor hotel (now the White Pass) restaurant. 


(Ed. Note: This specifically places the Windsor ho- 
tel restaurant in Whitehorse). 


Skagway Daily Morning Alaskan, March 15, 1915, 
continued: 

In the summer of that year, Bud Harkin, Gene La 
Rose and a young waitress in the Windsor restaurant 
tried to run the Whitehorse rapids in a canoe, the ca- 
noe being swamped at the lower end of the rapids 
and Harkins and the girl drowned while La Rose es- 
caped to meet death in the company with his brother, 
Al La Rose, in the same place several years later. 


Shortly after the tragedy of the Whitehorse rapids, 
Mrs. Harkin went down river to the mouth of the 
Stewart river to take charge of a roadhouse and it 
was there she met her present husband. Later they 
went to Miller Creek country, and have been there 
for several years. 


Mrs. Hosking contemplates an extended visit outside 
before her return. She will first go to Vancouver, 
B.C. to meet her son, Joe Harkins, a young man of 
22, who enlisted in the third Canadian contingent, as 
well as her brother-in-law, Arthur J. Hosking, who 
left Dawson last fall with the Boyle Contingent. 


Ed Note: 1915 is early in World War I. Joe Boyle 
formed Boyle’s Motor Machine Gun Battery. Brother, 
Here's a Man by Kim Beattie is the biography of Joe 
Boyle. Absolutely fascinating! It has been some time 
since I read it, but I seem to remember something 
about the Rumanian queen and the crown jewels, 
along with World War I exploits. 


From these news clippings and what was previously 
known, it is obvious that P.H. “Bud” Harkin was a 
Yukoner. While we cannot positively attribute this 
token to any of these known businesses, it is likely 
that it is a Yukon token. 


Names are reproduced as they are in the news items 
even if they are mis-spelled.

This is an interesting item because it mentions the 
locations of importance in the P.H. Harkin story. It 
starts with Dawson at the bottom. He moved to 
Ogilvie (48 miles from Dawson), and then to 
Whitehorse. After his death, Mrs. Harkin ran a road 
house at Stewart River (71 miles from Dawson). At 
the time of her second marriage, Mrs. Harkin was at 
Selkirk (176 miles from Dawson). 
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JIM ROBB’S PAPER POTPOURRI 


Air North serves Whitehorse and Dawson, Yukon; 
Yellowknife and Inuvik, NWT, and points south. They 
also fly charter flights from Dawson to Fairbanks in 
the summer for cruise ship passengers. 


Gary Bremner of GBP Creative advises that these 
were used as part of a dance routine for the Air North 
Can-Can dancers. There were 14 dancers and each 
dancer had her own note. These were dispersed to 
the audience. There does not appear to be any ex- 
change or gaming value.

Iditarod Pioneer, February 3, 1912. 

Mr. Waskey left Atikik in October intending to go 
over to the Yukon, but got switched off on a stam- 
pede to Nelson Island, where he looked in vain for 
quite a while for indications of a golden paystreak. 


Next he visited his partner, R.J. Negus (ed. note: St. 
Michael B-1, but should be...) at Scammon Bay. Mr. 
Negus at one time was a Western newspaper man, 
being prominent in that line at Denver and San Fran- 
cisco. Just now his thoughts are running mightily to 
dogs, and he and Mr. Waskey devoted most of the 
latter’s visit to perfecting a scheme for propagating 
the Rusty Gold strain of malamute hounds, from 
which they confidently expect to develop the finest 
racing dogs in the world. It was through association 
with Negus and Waskey that E. Coke Hill acquired 
the wonderful store of dog knowledge that brought 
him in Iditarod prize money this winter. 


Mr. Waskey says Chris Betsch (ed. note: Marshall 
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B-1) has a fine trading post and is making money at 
Russian Mission. In the early days Betsch was 
gatekeeper to Tom O’Brien’s famous toll bridge 
across the Klondike, but chucked that job and hit the 
trail when news of the great Nome strike reached 
Dawson. 


Iditarod Pioneer, August 11, 1917.

OHM FISH & PACKING CO.

Cordova Daily Times, January 15, 1919. 

The Hinchinbrook Packing Company has been orga- 
nized at Cordova for the purpose of operating a two 
line cannery on the site now occupied by the Ohm 
Fish and Packing Company. 


The new company has taken over the Ohm Fish and 
Packing Company and will use the boats, gear, build- 
ings and other equipment. 


Gus Ohm, V.J. Swanberg and William H. King are 
the organizers of the new company. 


Everyone in Cordova knows of Gus Ohm. He started 
at Cordova with a dory and fished for the local mar- 
ket. By using sound business methods he prospered 
and soon had a number of other fishermen working 
for him. Business men of the city became interested 
and he was given capital to operate on a large scale, 
and finally the Ohm Fish and Packing Company was 
formed, with him at its head.

BAD FIRE WEDNESDAY 
NIGHT 


Fire which broke out at 2 o’clock on Wednesday 
morning (ed. note: Dec. 14, 1910) in the rear of the 
Central saloon threatened for a time the destruction 
of the whole block bounded by First and Second and 
Cushman and Lacy, and it was not subdued until eight 
stores had been more or less seriously damaged and 
a property loss of about fifteen thousand dollars oc- 
casioned. 


It was almost an hour before the fire was brought 
under complete control and it was 4 o’clock before it 
was quite subdued. 


Considering the fact that the thermometers were reg- 
istering more than 50 degrees below zero the work 
done in subduing the fire was creditable in the ex- 
treme and unstinted praise is deserved by those who 
turned in and worked regardless of the discomfort. 


During the fire Si Pepper was seriously burned about 
the face and hands and was taken to St. Joseph’s hos- 
pital. Others were more or less seriously frostbitten. 


All buildings were insured by their owners but only 
two of the eight tenants carried insurance on their 
stocks. 


... William Kramer of the Fraction saloon (B-21), 
who was damaged $2,000, was partially insured. 


...the O.K. barber shop lost $500, and the Imperial 
cigar store suffered a loss of more than $2,000. Nei- 


ther of them carried a dollar.

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DIME CREEK, KOYUK 


Dime Creek is in the Koyuk Mining District. The 
first claims were staked in 1910. In 1917 about 17 
plants were in operation on 16 claims. In addition to 
the gold, about 35 ounces of platinum were produced. 
In 2007, Linus Gold corporation reported 40,000 
ounce of gold and 250 ounces of platinum group 
metals. 


The ratio of platinum to gold varies from | oz. plati- 
num to 100 to 250 ounces of gold depending on the 
location of the claim. 


Dime Creek gold is very pure assaying at 95%+. The 
platinum assays at 71.5% platinum, 9% other plati- 
num group metals (iridium, palladium, rhodium, os- 
mium), .6% gold and 9.5% silver (Mineral Resources 
of Alaska, 1917, USGS Bulletin 692). 


GRC assayed this gold at .9529 fine. This is the pur- 
est native gold I have seen. I made 20 and they are 
available for $85 each. A silver die trial is available 
for $5. 


COTTAGE BAR, FBKS. 


The Cottage Bar was located at the corner of 2nd 
Ave. and Lacey Street.
